Sir Francis Drake, that adventurous and valiant Engliſh Worthy, after a Voyage firſt 
made to Nombre de Dios, and other parts of the Weſt Indies, in the years 72 and 73, having 
then/only a ſ1ghtof the South Sea, , renewed in himſelf a noble-defire of ſayling therein ; 
and after ſome hindrances at home, in Seryice of his Prince and Couhtrey, Anno 1577, 
by gracious Commulion from his Sovereign, and the help of divers Friends, Adventu- 
rers, ' fitted himſelf with five Ships for his intended, deſign, and paſhng through the 
Straits of Mayellan; fnade many rarediſcoveries there, and on the Weſt of America; ſailed 
thence through'the South Seca ro the Baſt Indies, -and teering homeward by the Cape of 
good Hope, after two years and tenmonths ou in that Circum-navigation ofthe World, 
and many excellent Archieyements & Diſcoveries there performed, that worthy Knight, 
and moſt noble Neptune, nappyly returned to Plimouth, whence he firſt ſet forth. Other

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From Milford to Tinbay you may ſay by the Coaſt, which is all ſmooth Land like Sand-hills : About two leagues to the 
weſtwards of Tinbay-point ſtandcth a Spiresſteeple, and 2 other flat Towers, whereby the Coaſt is eaſily known. 
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' the moſt part ſo fairand large, that; in this particular, 


- hardly any Land in the whole World may be compared | 


with this, as will eaſily appear by the particular rehear- 
ſal thereof, which we are now to make 3 firſt, of the belt and 
chiefeſt in this Chapter, and of the others in the next. We ſhall 
begin with J/aterford-Haven, the which being ſcituated upon 
the Confines of Leinſter and Munſter, rutineth ſome ſeven or 
eight miles into the Land, not winding or crooked, nor with 
any great Nooks or Inlets, but almoſt in a ſtreight Line, (ex- 
tending it ſelf North, and North by Weſt) and in moſt parts 
of an equal breadth 3 all the way deep and clear, having no 
Rocks or Sands, but onely two or three little ones, which lying 
not a-crols, nor in the midſt, but by the ſides, may be ſhunned 
very cafily. Without the Harbour, it is 11 and 12 fathom dcep 3 
in the Mouth, ſeven and more z inwards, fix fathoms : within 
the eaſterly Corner, 13a Roadin four or five fathoms 3 and 
on the other,or weſterly fide, five or fix miles : from the Mouth, 
is another good Road very commodious, as well for them who 
© forth, as thoſe that will ſfayl upwards to Waterford. Upon 
the Eaſt ſide, about half-way the length, lyeth a very ſtrong 
Caſtle, called Dwncannon, which ſo commandeth this Harbour, 
as no Ships can go up or down, againſt the will of thoſe in the 
Fort, without running extream hazard. This Haven, in the 
end, divideth it (elf. into two Arms, both a great deal inferior 
to the principal Harbour in breadth and depth, but yet ſuch as 
are capable of Ships of a good big port, eſpecially the leaſt, 
which runneth weſtward to the City of JYaterford, whereot 
this whole Haveh bearcth the Name, bcing fſcituated ſome four 
or hve miles from that divifiou , and a little below the plate 
where the River Shure falleth into this Harbour, the right Arm 
being the Mouth of the River Baarow,and extending it {elf {trait 
along, goeth up to Roſe, (a Town in former times tamous for 
Trade) the which is much about the {ame diſtance from this di- 
vicion, as the diviſiou is from the Mouth of the Harbour. 


Carlingford. Haven, 


. On the whole Coaſt of Leinſter, there is not one fair large 
Harbour, {> as the next good Haven from Jaterford north- 
wards, is that of Carlingford > which two Hatbours,jn ſayling 
ſtrait along the Coaſt, are above an hundred miles diſtance. 

* This Haven is ſome three or four miles long, and high of the 
ſame breadth, being every where very dcep, to as the biggeſt 
Ships may come here to an anchor 3 and ſo environed with high 
Land and-Mountains on all ſides, that the Ships do lic defended 
of all winds, fo that this would be one of the-beſt Hgvens in the 
World, if it were not for the difficulty and danger of che en- 
trance, the Mouth being full of Rocks, both blind ones and 0- 
thers, betwizt which the paſſages are very narrow 3 whereby 
it cometh that this Harbour is very little frequented by any 
great Ships, the rather becauſe there is no Trafique at all, nor 


any good Town ſeated on this Haven 3 for the Town of Carling-- 


ford, whole name it beareth, is a very poor place, hardly worth 
the ſpeaking of, About eight miles from the Mouth of rhe Har-

About thirty miles northward from Carling ford-Haven, is the 
Haven of Strang ford, the which- in its entrance, 1s. almoſt as 
much encumbred with Rocks of both kinds, as that of Carling- 
ford it is ſome hve or ſix miles long, and bearcth North, wcelt- 
ward, being the Mouth of a great Lough, called Loch Cone 3 
the which being but two or three miles broad in molt places,

Harbour, which makes the ſame the unſater, eſpecially in great 
ſtorms and high winds, for which there 1s no great detence here.

| Ti Havens of Ireland are ſo many in mumber, and for 
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the northern Point, js no leſs than ten or twelve miles broad, 
growing narrower by _— the further it goeth into the 
Land,..the which it doth for the ſpace of tiftcen miles, as far as 
to the Town of Belfaſt, where a little River, called Lagon, (not 
portable but of ſmall Boats) falleth” into this Harbour. In this 
Bay isa reaſonable good Road before the Town of Knock-fergur, 
(ſeated about nine miles within the Land) where it is good an- 
choring in three fathoms, and three and a half, On the North 
lide of the Bay, ſomewhat near the Sea, under a Caftle called 
Mouſe-bill is 2 Sand-bay, where it is good anchoring for all ſorts 
ot Ships, as well great as {mall ones, tor North and N:E. winds;

cording as they will lie far in, in clean ſandy Ground ; 
at the end of the Bay is alittle Tyde-haven, whereupon 
lyeth the Town on the Welt fide.

via, Upon the Eaſt Point of the Bay ſtandeth a white 
fair Tower, which men may ſee far off, eſpecially when 
the Sun ſhineth uponit, then it ſhineth very white more 
than the other Land, Upon the Weſt Point ſtandeth a 
flat white Houſe a little wayes upon the high Land ; to 
the weſtwards of the Bay it is upon the Sea fide gray 
and blewiſh Land; Allo the high Hill of St, John de 
Lux, is a good mark for to know this Bay, which re- 
maineth in ſayling in, lying ſomewhat to the eaftwards, 
or on the Larboard-fide, This foreſaid Hill of St. Tohn 
de Lux, ſheweth it ſelf out in height above all other 
Hills thereabouts, and thereby is very good to be 
known above upon the top it is ſomewhat'flat, as is

| Onall the places, and betore all the Havens of theſe 
Coaſts, a S, W. and N. E. Moon maketh the higheſt 
water 3 but within the Havens aboat a Point later, ac- 
cording as they- lie deep within the Land, as on the 
Coaſts of Britaign, Poiftou, and Gaſcorgn.
